If you don’t send me the information in advance, you'll have to fill out an auc- 
tion slip at the club meeting with this information for every item you wish to sell. This delays the start of the 
auction, so I’d encourage you to send me the information in advance. Send it to me at k6jw@scdxc.org. 


Buyers: We do NOT use bid numbers. When you cast the winning bid, we record it by your callsign 
(preferred) or your name. 


At the conclusion of the auction, buyers will be taken care of first so that we have the cash to pay out the 


sellers. The whole process usually takes about half an hour. 
Finally, the auction is CASH ONLY. So, bring lots of money and be ready to have fun.

“Attached is a jpg copy of a short article on sunspots from the September 2018 issue of Scientific American. | thought you might be able to use it in one of the 
SCDXC Newsletters. This is first article I've seen that talks about 11 year, 88 year, 200 year, and 2400 year cycles. All | ever heard about was the 11 year 
cycles. In another 45 years or so we could have a repeat of the late 1950's. To bad | won't be here to compare the two cycles.” 


One note of caution, correlation does not equal causation. That said, it would be humorous if the correlation is sympathetic, 
that is, whatever is causing poor propagation is also causing sunspots. It would be something really big!!!

-$6.3 million supporting fundamental measurement dissemination, including the shutdown of NIST radio stations in Colo- 
rado and Hawaii 
Folks, for decades, people around the world, whether they know it or not, have become dependent upon the use of NIST Radio 
Stations WWV, WWVB, and WWVH. Amateur Radio Operators use these stations to calibrate their radios for accurate trans- 
mission and reception of frequencies. Everyone uses these stations for keeping their atomic clocks — wristwatches and wall 
clocks — as well as computers — personal and websites — and who knows what else with accurate time. 


If this change does, in fact, take place next year, the effects of shutting down the WWV, WWVB, and WWVH radio stations will 
have a huge impact on everyone worldwide, not to mention all of the timepieces around the world that depend upon these sta- 
tions. 

Perhaps a personal investigation into this matter along with a call to your congressmen as well as the ARRL may be in order.
